Collin County has received 
more than $3,000 in bills for 
medical services rendered 
area residents at Dallas’ 
Parkland Hospital but local 
funds may not be used to pay 
those bills. 
County 
Judge 
Nathan 
White, Jr., said that state 
law 
includes 
a 
clause 
making 
the 
county 
responsible 
for 
certain 
medical treatment outside 
the local hospital district but 
he doesn’t think the four 
cases involved fall in that 
category. 
The cases 
include two 
pregnancies, a broken hand 
and lung cancer. 
Parkland Hospital District 
officials have been trying to 
settle old debts in recent 
months and are also trying 
to reduce tax rates in the 
district. 
In order to do this, they are 
asking 
that 
counties 
which send charity cases to 
the hospital pay bills for the 
patients. 
But Judge White says the 
law specifies three items 
which have not been proven 
by Parkland officials and “ I 
expect we’ll ask them to 
prove each and everyone of 
these three elements." 
They include: 
1-patients 
must 
be 
referred to the hospital by 
someone in their own county. 
2-medical services must 
be of a life saving function. 
3-patients must not have 
any income other 
than 
charity and be unable to pay 
their bills. 
Also included is a clause 
that the cost should not 
exceed 
actual 
services 
rendered. 
According 
to 
the 
in­ 
formation received by Judge 
White, the two pregnancy 
cases were billed $431 and 
$498, respectively, with the 
other two being more than 


$1,000 each. 
The bill received last week 
was for a jammed finger and 
other hand damages and it 
amounted to $1,259.62. The 
other was for treatment of 
lung cancer at a cost of 
$1032. 
Of the four cases, only one 
can definitely be termed 
“ life savin g” while two 
others 
may 
meet 
requirem tnts 
in 
that 
category. 
At the same time, one 
patient giving a Plano ad­ 
dress apparently does not 
live in the county since the 
house at the given address 
belongs to another family. 
In yet another case, the 
husband is working and 
apparently able to pay the 
bill. 
And none of the patients 
were referred to Parkland 
by local hospital, doctors or 
county officials. 
But Judge White also feels 
that since Parkland is a 
training hospital for medical 
students the county should 
be given a credit for its share 
of state funds used to operate 
the facility. 
There is a considerable 
amount of state funds used 
by the hospital and since 
local citizens pay state 
taxes, “ we feel local medical 
cases should be given credit 
for some of that money.” 
And according to County 
Auditor 
Bill 
Eubanks, 
Parkland officials are not 
required to try and collect 
the payments. 
“ It s all apparently left up 
to us,” he said, “ they ap­ 
parently just send us the 
bill.” 
But Judge White perhaps 
best 
summed 
up 
the 
situation when he called the 
state law a “ blank check on 
Collin County for any area 
resident treated in a hospital 
district outside the county.”

Victim Recalls Earthquake

When 
the 
devastating 
earthquake hit Guatemala 
City, just over a week ago, 
Polly 
D a ly -p re se n tly 
visiting her sister, Mrs. 
Alton Slaughter, in Plano - 
was there. 
Polly arrived at Dallas-Ft. 
Worth airport 
Wednesday 
night, having left Guatemala 
City 
last 
Saturday 
for 
Topetua, Mexico, where she

remained for five days 
before coming on in to Dallas 
via Houston. 
“ I had been in Guatemala 
City since December visiting 
my brother, Thad Daly, and 
his family, and was just 
about to have a job interview 


errifying” was the way Polly Daly descnoeo nor ex­ 
perience during the recent earthquake that hit Guatemala 
City. Miss Daly, who is visiting her sister in Plano, was 
making her home with her brother and sister-in-law 
in Guatemala City and was evacuated with 2 other women by 
a private pilot in a small plane huUt to carry only six people. 
She said the 28 second quake seemed to last for hours. (Staff 
photo by Mike Newman). 


so I could stay there, when 
the 
earthquake 
forced 
everyone who could leave, to 
do so,” she said. 
Polly explained that all 
m ilitary 
and 
em bassy- 
attached personnel, as well 
as tourists, were evacuated 
immediately by the U.S. 
govern m en t; 
how ever, 
families of men working for 
private companies had to get 
out the best way they could. 
Daly works for an oil 
company in the Central 
American city. 
Crowded Plane 
“ We left there in a six- 
seater plane with 13 people 
aboard, and as glad as we 
were to leave, the trip was 
miserable. And the pilot, 
who 
never 
carried 
passengers in his private 
plane, was not too pleased to 
be burdened with the task of 
getting us out, but he was 
willing to try,” 
she ex­ 
plained. 
The pilot made two trips to 
evacuate the Americans. 
Polly will go on to Aber­ 
deen, Scotland, from Plano 
to join her mother and father 
who is a platform supervisor 
for an oil company there. 
Polly said the night the 
earthquake occurred 
that 
dogs had been barking more 
than usual and roosters had 
been crowing incessantly for 
four or five hours prior to the 
actual quake. 
“ I suppose if we’d known 
more about anim als or 
earthquakes or both, we 
would have realized that 
they would not have caused 
such a ruckle in the middle 
of the night without cause, 
but 
we 
really 
thought 
nothing about it,” she said. 


First Tremor 
“ Just before the quake hit. 
my niece had been crying 
and my sister-in-law had 
arisen to see about her, and 
the second time the child 


aroused, still crying, my 
sister-in-law felt a slight 
tremor and started to put the 
child in bed with me. It was 
just then, at exactly 3:03:33 
a.m., that it hit and my bed 
went sailing, hit my sister- 
in-law and knocked me out, 
m om entarily,” she con­ 
tinued. 
There was very little 
damage to the house where 
the Daly’s were living, even 
though they were about two- 
and-a-half miles from the 
center of the quake, she said, 
but added there were areas 
where the destruction was 
total, more than three miles 
away. 
After the initial main 
quake, three to four hundred 
tremors were felt each night, 
and Polly explained that it 
was really a constant motion 
which is really frightening, 
“ because you find yourself 
waiting for the next big 
one.” 
Another Quake 
The people didn’t have 
long to wait; the second 
major quake hit on Friday at 
11:45 a.m., with tremors 
continuing afterwards, and 
they are still going on, ac­ 
cording to reports from 
people still in the city. 
Polly said that 
danger 
from 
downed 
electrical 
wiring is non-exisiant after a 
quake because after the 
quake reaches a 
certain 
level of severity, all elec­ 
tricity is automatically cut 
off 
“ A lot of the natives could 
hear the quakes coming, 
much as the animals do, but 
I couldn’t hear a thing until 
they hit,” Polly said. 
She explained that the 
maid who worked for her 
brother’s family lived in 
another sector of town 
(Guatemala is divided into 
18 zones, and the oil families 
were in number 14) and 


when she returned to her 
home, there was nothing but 
rubble. 
At the time Polly left, the 
maid still had not found any 
member of her family nor 
their bodies, so she doesn’t 
know what happened to 
them. 


Town Demolished 


Antigua, the town where 
the maid lived, was com­ 


pletely demolished, and this 
is the sixth time it has been 
wiped out by quakes, floods 
or hurricanes. 
She said she has a friend in 
Guatamala city who lived in 
a 10-story apartment house, 
and although it remained 
standing, after the quake, he 
said that it was like being a 
bullwhip the way it was 
rocked during the quake. 
After it was over, there was 
very heavy damage to walls 
and windows in the building.

BRASILIA (UPI) — President Uhro Kekkonen of Finland 
kept up his winning streak by catching another large fresh 
water fish in the Araguaia River in the Brazilian jungle. 
Kekkonen, 75, has caught at least one large fish on every 
day that he has gone out on the river near a resort area 340 
miles northwest of Brasilia.

derground pressure and may 
bring on another major 
quake. 
“When I left, they were 
planning to try to open it up 
to relieve whatever pressure 
may be there,” she added. 
Water Scarce 
Water was at a premium 
in the city, and since the 
families could only use 
bottled water for drinking, 
they kept it for the babies. 
The grownups drank mostly 
Cokes or bottled drinks and 
washed their clothes in a 
swimming pool located at 
the home of Gaines Garland 
Jr., head of the oil crew, 
Polly revealed. 
An interesting note about 
Garland is that he is the 
brother of Mrs. 
Nancy 
Jenison of Plano and shortly 
after he called his sister 
yesterday morning from 
Guatemala City, he had to 
hang up because another 
very heavy trem or was 
taking place. 
Garland and his wife took 
their German Shepherd dog 
lo Guatemala City with 
them. Polly said, and the dog 
had frequently nudged and 
pushed them prior to a 
quake, trying to tell them 
something was about to 
happen. 
Experienced Victium 
Polly said one of the wives 
who flew in with her to 
Dallas is from Alaska and 
was on her way her home. 
The earthquake, for her, was 
a very terrifying event since 
she had gone through the 
terrible 1964 earthquake in 
Alaska. 
“She was in pretty bad 
shape when she got on that 
plane,” Polly said. 
“The woman’s home had 
been on the side of the 
mountains and the moun­ 
tains were falling down all 
around us,” Polly explained. 
She also told about a family 
who 
started 
down 
the 
mountain in their car, but for 
some reason abandoned the 
vehicle and started walking. 
It was only minutes until the 
mountain had covered their 
car, she said. 
Calloused Newsmen 
“One thing I found very 
distressing during the whole 
affair was the fact that 
reporters were flying in 
from everywhere on ten- 
passenger jets with maybe 


only two or three people 
aboard, and when asked to 
please let someone go out 
with them, they refused,” 
Polly related. 
She quoted one of them as 
saying, “Why should I take 
anyone out?” 
Polly was allowed to bring 
one bag out with her, which 
turned out to be a back pack- 
bag, and she got out without 
any shoes. But now she is out 
and hopes the nightmare is 
finally over for those left 
behind. 
“It is such a beautiful 
country, but those people 
who live in the mountains got 
trapped and it’s impossible 
for them to get out,” she 
explained. “It’s equally as 
difficult for anyone to get to 
them, so food is going to be a 
major problem. 
“However, the natives are 
hardy, and if they can get to 
level ground, they will be 
able to build new homes and 
go on from there. But there 
are 30,000 children-som e 
lost from their families--and 
they need attention, or they 
will starve,” Polly con­ 
cluded.

Historian Debunks Boyhood Feats

stories 
about 
George 
Washington s chopping down 
a cherry tree, throwing a 
silver dollar across the 
Potomac River and never 
telling a lie? They probably 
never happened, says a 
W ittenburg 
U niversity 
history expert 
Richard 
Ortquist. 
an 
associate 
professor 
of 
history, says they likely are 
all myths and attributes 
them to 
or blames them on 
— one Parson Weems. 
Ortquist says myths sur­ 
rounding Washington began 
when Weems wrote a book 
about him in the 19th cen­ 
tury. The volume was made 
up of incidents Weems in­ 
tended for use as object 
lessons by the youth of the 


day. 
Weems’ book was a best 
seller and went through 40 
editions 
that 
helped 
Americans 
acquire 
a 
number of false impressions 
of 
the 
first 
president. 
Ortquist said. 
Ortquist concedes that “no 
one can prove that the things 
Weems mentioned in the 
book 
did 
not 
happen, 
because there is very little 
i n f o r m a t i o n 
a b o u t 
Washington’s boyhood and 
early manhood.’’ 
But he said he believes the 
book, coupled with the 
continuing 
desire 
of 
Americans to find a hero, 
has produced a romanticized 
view of Washington. 
“We have a wish to find a 
hero, and we make it very 
easy to affix divine at­ 


tributes to a human figure,’’ 
he said. 
Ortquist 
said 
that, 
speaking as a historian, he 
resents the impressions of 
Washington 
given 
by 
Weems’ book and by certain 
paintings. 
“I think it does him an 
injustice. He (Washington) 
can stand on his own two 
feet. 
He 
doesn’t 
need 
manufactured information, 
he said. 
Ortquist said Washington, 
whose birthday will be ob 
served Monday, survived 
such myths to earn a 
hallowed palce in history.

(UPI) — The town that for 
decades was 
the most 
publicized among all of those 
in Texas is back in the news. 
It is not the romantic 
western towns of El Paso, 
Laredo or San Antonio, nor 
the computer centers of 
Dallas or Houston. 
It is little Presidio, the 
community of 1,000 persons 
struggling in the wasteland 
of far southwest Texas, built 
in the Big Bend country in a 
brown valley on the rocky 
banks of the Rio Grande, 
with little to recommend it 
but the heat. 
The heat is the thing. 
Evening after evening for 
year after year, Presidio led 
the weather forecasts on the 
6 o’clock news across the 
country — “The nation’s 
hotspot today was, again, 
Presidio, Texas, with 109 
degrees (or 101 or 114).’’ 
But in 1972 Oliver Harper 
retired. Harper, from his 
downtown hardware store, 
had monitored the tem­ 
perature and rainfall gauges 
for the National Weather 
Service in Presidio and 
called the daily high-low to 
the regional office in Lub­ 
bock. 
Mr. F. Daly, an 84-year-old 
gentleman who was born in 
Presidio and has spent his 
life there, took over a portion 
of the chore. He kept the 
daily log, but is hard of 
hearing, especially on the 
telephone, and had to mail 
his report to Lubbock once a 
month. 
Presidio was dropped 
from the afternoon “Tem­ 


perature and Precipitation 
Tables.” 
Earl Clark, head of the 
Data Acquisition Depart­ 
ment for the NWS in Fort 
Worth, said Daly’s daughter, 
Thelma McKeel, solved the 
problem. 
“ Mr. Daly reads the 
temperatures and phones 
them to his daughter,” Clark 
said. “She is the one who 
calls Lubbock.” 
Clark said the average 
temperatures 
might 
be 
lower from now on at 
Presidio. 
“The exposure around Mr. 
Harper’s hardware store 
was a hotter area because of 
the store itself and reflec­ 
tions and the confinement of 
the city,” Clark said. “The 
exposure where the ther­ 
mometer is now is more 
nearly representative of the 
area.” 
The location of the new 
thermometer is precise. It 
was outlined by Daly: 
“From the post office go 
easterly .06 miles to High­ 
way 67; southerly for a 
distance of .25 miles to a 
street (unnamed), westerly 
on that street a distance of .2 
miles and that* is the 
driveway of the observer s 
house.” 
Mrs. McKeel suggested 
her father’s house is still a 
hotspot, 
even 
in 
the 
backyard were the official 
thermometer is located. 
“I think we can continue to 
blow that bugle,” she said. 
“It’s going to be hot here, 
just like always. You can’t 
really 
call 
downtown 
Presidio confining. It doesn’t 
matter where the ther 


mometer was; it’s always in 
the wide-open spaces. 
“I was born and raised 
here. I remember 112-degree 
readings quite often. We’re 
extremely dry. The average 
annual rainfall is seven 
inches and we haven’t had 
any rain in months.” 
Presidio’s return this week 
occurred with a shade less 


than it’s old fever, er, fervor. 
On its first day back in the 
news Presidio recorded a 
high of 88, not even good 
enough to lead the state. 
Alice, Tex., recorded an 88. 
an 89. 
But there is time. It is 
going to be — officially — 
another long, hot summer in 
Presidio.
